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The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  Rural  District  of 
ft  o  Germans . 

Mr,  Chairman 9  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  1961  there  was  some  fall  in  the  number  of  persons  resident 
in  No.  7,  Health  Area.  As  far  as  individual  County  Districts  in  the  Area  were 
concerned,  St.  Germans  R.D. ,  Liskeard  R.D.,  Saltash  M  B. ,  and  Looe  U.D.,  shewed 
reductions  in  population  and  Torpoint  U.D.  and  Liskeard  M.B.  an  increase. Nevertheless 
the  overall  population  deficit  in  the  Health  Area  as  compared  with  i960  was  1,230 
persons.  There  have  been  a  variety  of  speculations  and  predictions  as  to  the  effect 
on  East  Cornwall  which  the  opening  of  the  Tamar  Bridge  might  produce.  It  seems  to 
be  generally  agreed  that  some  increase  in  population  in  Saltash  M,B.  and  adjacent 
parts  of  St,  Germans  R.D.  may  take  place,  since  these  areas  are  now  relatively 
accessible  to  people  whose  employment  and  interest  a  lie  in  the  City  of  Plymouth. 

The  various  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  little  that  calls  for  particular 
comment.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  -  123  In  1961  -  show  a  considerable 
increase  over  that  recorded  in  the  previous  year.  The  correct  birth  rate  was 
noticeably  below  the  national  figure  and  the  corresponding  death  rate  was  higher 
than  for  England  and  Wales.  All  these  figures  are  I  am  sure  a  reflection  of 
the  lower  proportion  of  young  adults  and  the  higher  proportion  of  elderly  people 
in  the  population  of  south  east  Cornwall. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  remain  in  the  sane  general  order  as  in 
previous  years  with  heart  disease  heading  the  list,  followed  by  cancer,  and  strokes. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  once  again  that  of  23  deaths  arising  from 
accidental  causes  6  only  were  caused  by  the  much  maligned  motor  vehicle,  the 
remaining  17  having  occurred  mainly  in  the  home.  The  average  age  at  death 
remains  close  to  the  last  published  figures  dor  expectation  of  life  in  England 
and  Wales  and  of  those  who  died  during  1961  the  proportion  who  had  reached  or 
passed  their  75th  birthday  at  the  time  of  death  was  no  less  than  49%, 

The  recent  report  by  The  Royal  College  ofphysicians  entitled  "Smoking  and 
Health"  has  revived  interest  in  this  controversial  subject  and  comes  down 
heavily  against  the  cigarette  as  a  potent  cause  of  lung  cancer.  There  has  been 
much  emphasis  on  the  need  to  publicise  the  association  between  the  moderate  or 
heavy  consumption  of  cigarettes  and  the  occurrence  of  cancer  of  the  lung.  This 
subject  has  in  fact  been  receiving  considerable  publicity  on  radio,  television, 
in  newspapers  and  in  periodicals  and  magazines  for  several  years  and  I  cannot 
believe  that  very  much  effect  can  be  expected  from  further  efforts  in  this 
direction.  What  is  needed  is  example  rather  than  precept  and  since  mest  adults 
in  all  walks  of  life  are  confirmed  addicts  to  nicotine  and  the  other  chemical 
substances  present  in  tobacco  smoke,  it  is  most  difficult  to  set  the  good 
example  which  older  children  and  adolescents  need  if  they  are  to  resist  taking 
up  this  adult  and  superfichlly  sophisticated  habit.  It  is  only  by  discouraging 
young  people  from  acquiring  this  habit  that  any  hope  of  real  progress  in  this 
field  would  appear  to  lie.  There  is  very  little  hope  of  making  any  real 
impression  on  those  adults  in  whom  the  habit  is  strongly  entrenched.  I  think 
more  might  be  done  to  encourage  non-smokers  by  greater  restrictions  on  smoking 
in  public  transpiort,  places  of  entertainment,  and  other  situations  in  which  the 
non-smoker  has  no  choice  but  to  inhale  smoke  polluted  atmosphere  which  is  normal 
in  the  majority  of  such  places.  I  should  also  like  to  see  more  use  made  of  the 
mass  media  of  communication,  particularly  television,  to  counter  the  subtle  and 
very  persuasive  publicity  being  put  across  by  the  tobacco  industry.  Is  it  too 
much  to  hope  that  some  of  the  huge  revenue  from  the  excise  duty  on  cigarettes 
might  be  diverted  to  such  a  purpose? 

There  was  some  improvement  in  the  prevalence  of  tuberculous 
infection  in  the  Health  Area  during  1961,  when  the  number  of  new  cases  notified 
fell  to  21  as  compared  with  33  new  cases  in  i960.  I  am  not  inclined  to  feel 
complacent  about  this  welcome  reduction  in  new  notifications  as  a  similar  fall  in 
1957  to  exactly  the  same  figure  of  21  cases  was  followed  by  sharp  rises'  in  the 
two  succeeding  years.  I  have  drawn  attention  previously  to  the  suspicion  we 
have  that  a  good  deal  of  unrecognised  tuberculous  infection  -  a  reservoir  of  this 
infection  -  is  present  in  people  past  middle  age.  People  in  this  age  group 
unfortunately  are  most  resistant  to  suggestion  and  advice  that  they  should  have 
chest  X-ray  examination.  I  think  this  attitude  is  founded  on  the  erroneous  belief 
that  if  one  survives  to  middle  age  or  old  age  then  one  cannot  have  tuberculosis. 

This  is  not  at  all  the  case,  and  if  we  accept  the  age  of  4-5  years  as  the 
beginning  of  middle  age  then  in  1961  no  less  than  10  of  the  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  in  this  Health  Area  were  aged  45  years  or  more  at  the  time 
of  notification.  In  face  of  this  I  must  reiterate  that  the  risk  of  contracting 
and  suffering  from  tuberculosis  does  not  disappear  or  even  lessen  with 
advancing  years,  and  that  in  their  own  interest  as  well  as  in  the-  interest  of 
relations  and  friends  with  whom  they  live  and  associate  those  over  45  years  of  age 
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take  every  advantage  of  any  available  opportunity  to  have  the  condition 
of  their  chests  checked  by  X-ray  examination. 

The  increased  proportion  of  old  people  in  the  community  continues  to 
pose  problems.  At  the  present  time  the  deficiency  in  the  social  service 
directed  towards  the  elderly  which  is  causing  most  concern  is  the  shortage 
of  hospital  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  and  the  aged.  When  old  people  living 
alone  fall  ill  there  is  generally  no  alternative  to  removal  to  hospital.  Unless 
however,  their  disease  or  disability  is  of  an  acute  nature  and  dangerous  to  life, 
it  is  usually  necessary  for  some  weeks  to  elapse  between  the  tine  the  bed  is 
applied  for  aid  the  va.c ant  bed  becomes  available.  Whilst  some  assistance  can  be 
given  by  the  district  nursing  services,  and  the  home  help  service,  this  is 
necessarily  limited  in  extent  and  if,  as  often  happens,  no  close  relatives  live 
in  the  vicinity,  the  old  person  has  to  be  left  alone  for  much  of  the  time.  It 
is  inevitable  that  from  time  to  time  such  old,  ill  people  when  left  alone  will 
suffer  a  suduen,  and  perhaps  fatal  deterioration  in  their  condition,  or  may 
become  involved  in  an  accidental  fall  or  in  a  fire.  Until  such  time  as  more 
adequate  provision  of  hospital  beds  for  the  elderly  can  be  achieved,  then  we 
must  accept  the  fact  that  tragedies  will  happen.  Some  years  ago  when  the 
workhouse  of  the  old  Poor  Law  days  was  still  a  reality  in  the  minds  of  the 
elderly  most  of  them  were  suspicious  of  and  resistant  to  the  efforts  of 
Welfare  Officers  to  help  them.  However  the  greatly  improved  standards  of 
welfare  accommodation  in  old  folks  homes,  and  even  in  institutions  housed  in 
old  workhouse  buildings  has  become  generally  known  and  many  old  people  who 
find  that  age  and  infirmity  makes  it  difficult  for  them  to  look  after  themselves 
are  willing  to  enter  such  welfare  accommodation  as  can  be  offered  to  them. 

Indeed,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  opening  of  new  welfare  homes  has  in  recent 
years  provided  many  additional  places  there  is  almost  always  a  waiting  list  for 
welfare  accommodation.  'Whilst  on  the  subject  of  caring  for  elderly  people  I  cannot 
close  without  referring  to  the  good  work  which  has  been  done  by  District 
Councils  in  this  Health  Area  in  the  provision  of  flats  and  small  bungalow  type 
dwellings  for  oldpeople.  I  feel  quite  sure  that  the  transfer  of  old  people 
from  old,  dilapidated  cottages,  and  larger  dwellings,  most  of  them  lacking 
amenities,  to  these  compact,  and  easily  run  small  houses  not  only  makes  the  old 
folks  happier  but  enables  them  to  keep  their  own  home  together  rather  than 
having  to  seek  admission  to  welfare  accommodation. 

Although  the  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease,  other  than 
tuberculosis,  showed  an  increase  on  the  corresponding  figure  for  i960  the 
increase  was  very  largely  due  to  measles,  which  in  these  days  of  higher  living 
standards,  and  more  readily  available  medical  advice  and  treatment  is  no  longer 
a  serious  menace  to  childrens  health.  Of  the  more  serious  notifiable  disease 
there  was  one  case  only  of  poliomyelitis.  This  case,  paralytic  in  type, 
affected  an  adult  farm  worker,  and  the  source  of  infection  in  this  sporadic 
case  could  not  even  be  guessed  at  let  alone  discovered.  The  man  concerned  had 
not  been  immunised  against  poliomyelitis. 

Supplies  of  water  were  generally  adequate  although  any  dry  spell  coufLed 
with  increased  consumption  resulting  from  an  influx  of  holiday  makers  can 

result  in  shortages  on  that  part  of  the  East  Cornwall  Water  Boards  system 
which  is  supplied  by  the  treatment  works  at  Bastreet.  It  is  surprising  that 
in  an  area  of  moderate  rainfall  one  should  have  to  make  any  reference  to  water 
shortage.  The  difficulty  arises  because  the  capacity  to  store  water  is 
relatively  small  when  measured  against  the  hea.vy  demand  from  modem  domestic 
arrangements  and  from  the  farming  community.  I  think  it  is  now  generally 
agreed  that  greatly  increased  capacity  to  store  water  will  have  to  be  provided 
for  by  the  construction  of  at  least  one  large  impounding  reservoir.  Such  an 
arrangement ,  coupled  withlarger  and  better  links  between  the  distribution 
systems  based  on  St.  Cleer  and  Bastreet  treatment  works  would  do  much  to  avoid 
or  mitigate  the  effect  of  shortages  which  do  occasionally  affect  parts  of  the 
St,  Germans  Rural  District  and  the  Urban  District  of  Looe  at  the  present  time. 

The  provision  of  more  adequate  supplies  of  piped  wat er  has  encouraged 
people  to  improve  their  living  conditions  by  the  installation  of  baths,  wash 
basin,  sinks,  and  water  closets  all  of  which  produce  waste  which  has  to  be 
disposed  of.  This  additional  volume  of  waste  water  and  sewage  is  proving 
quite  a  problem  particularly  in  inland  villages  and  hamlets  where  its  discharge 
into  old  inadequate  public  sewers,  and  thence  to  catch  pits,  ditches,  and  small 
watercourses  soon  gives  rise  to  a  serious  nuisance.  Much  has  already  been  done 
in  St.  Germans  and  Liskeard  Rural  Districts  to  provide  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  arrangements  in  the  larger  villages,  and  both  Authorities  are  actively 
engaged  in  considering  proposals  for  further  sewage  disposal  plants  in  their 
districts.  I  am  especially  glad  to  see  that  the  large  villages  of  Pensilva  and 
Landrake  are  either  being  provided  with  sewage  disposal  arrangements  or  will 
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be  in  the  very  near  future.  A  ocnprehens|ve.  scheme  for  sewers  and  sewage 
disposal  serving  several  villages  in  the  Calstock  Parish  is  being  prepared 
for  the  St,  Germans  Rural  District  Council.  In  the  urban  areas  things  are 
not  quite  so  happy.  The  scheme  for  Liskeard  Borough  which  has  been  in 
preparation  for  many  years  and  which  has  how  reached  finality  has  not  yet  been 
put  in  hand  and  it  is  not  possible  to  see  when  a  start  is  likely  to  be  made,  but 
one  can  only  hope  that  it  ivill  not  be  much  longer  delayed.  At  Looe  where  some 
12  -  18  months  ago  meetings  and  discussions  on  possible  ways  to  provide  an 
acceptable  system  for  sewage  disposal  were  held,  interest  in  this  subject  seems 
to  have  evaporated  at  least  for  the  time  being.  I  am  aware  that  the  very  high 
cost  of  providing  effective  sewage  disposal  at  Looe  is  a  powerful  deterrent  to 
those  who  might  wish  to  see  the  present  deplorable  state  of  affairs  put  to  rights  . 
Nevertheless  the  presence  of  sewage,  crude  and  untreated  in  the  river  and  on  the 
adjacent  beaches  is  something  impossible  to  ccndone  or  excuse  in  a  holiday  resort 
which  is  setting  itself  up  to  attract  larger  and  larger  numbers  of  holidaymakers 
each  year. 

In  concluding  this  general  preface  I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
to  egress  to  Members  and  Officers  of  the  six  District  Councils  I  serve  my 
gratitude  for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  they  have  given  me  in  the  year  19&L

Apart  from  the  higher  death  rate,  and  the  marked  excess  of 
deaths  over  births,  both  indicative  of  a  lower  proportion  of  young 
adults,  and  a  higher  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  community, 
there  is  nothing  in  the  foregoing  figures  to  call  for  special 
comment.  The  average  age  at  death  remains  relatively  high.  Of 
those  who  died  during  1 961 ,  the  proportion  who  had  reached  or 
exceeded  the  age  of  75  years  at  the  time  of  death  was  k5%. 

Notifiable  Disease.  There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with  i960.  The  bulk 
of  this  increase  was  due  to  measles  of  which  there  were  277  cases. 
There  was  also  some  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  whooping  cough. 

Of  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  there  was  one  case  of 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  one  case  of  meningitis,  but  in  neither 
case  was  the  outcome  fatal.

There  was  a  sharp  and  very  welcome  reduction  in  the 
number  of  new  cases  of  this  disease  notified  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year.  In  all,  three  cases  only  were  notified  as 
compared  with  the  i960  figure  Ik  new  cases.  Of  these  three  new 
cases,  2  were  respiratory  infections  and  one  was  a  non-respirat ory 
infection.  There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  involving  a 
76  year  old  man,  where  the  disease  was  associated  with  other 
damage  to  his  lungs  brought  about  by  his  work  as  a  stonemason.

At  the  end  of  1961,  there  were  80  known  cases  of 
respiratory  tuberculosis  and  13  known  cases  of  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis  residing  in  the  Rural  District. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  ,  1948. 

Although  no  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  it 
was  found  necessary  to  take  emergency  action  under  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act  1951.  The  person  involved,  an  old 
lady  of  89  years,  lived  alone.  Through  falling  accidentally  in 
her  home  she  required  admission  to  hospital  for  investigation  and 
possible  treatment  for  fractured  bones.  As,  however,  she  refused 
to  go  to  hospital  it  was  necessary  to  take  urgent  action  directed 
to  obtaining  an  Order  for  compulsory  removal  to  hospital.  When 
the  Justice,  after  enquiring  into  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
and  having  interviewed  the  old  person,  made  the  necessary  Order 
it  was  possible  to  remove  her  to  hospital  later  the  same  day 
where,  after  a  short  time,  she  died. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  procedure,  as  laid 
down  in  the  1951  Act,  is  very  much  less  troublesome  to  operate, 
and  is  very  much  kinder  to  the  unfortunate  person  involved,  than 
the  more  formal,  and  time  consuming  procedure  of  Section  47  of 
the  1948  Act.  One  of  the  worst  features  of  the  Section  47 
procedure  is  the  hearing  of  the  case  in  open  court  with  the 
inevitable  publicity  which  this  involves  for  an  old  person  who, 
through  the  natural  process  of  ageing,  becomes  incapable  of 
caring  for  himself  or  herself  and  the  home. 


Water  Supply.  In  most  parts  of  the  Rural  District  the  supply  of 
treated  mains  water  was  adequate  for  all  purposes.  In  the  Rame 
peninsual  there  were  again  shortages,  which  were  more  acute  in  the 
summer  months.  The  solution  of  this  problem  will  not  be  easy 
involving  not  only  the  provision  of  larger  mains  in  that  area,  but 
also  the  securing  of  larger  amounts  of  water  at  the  sources  on  the 
Bodmin  Moor.  Until  this  work  can  be  undertaken  there  seems  to  be 
little  hope  of  abandoning  unsatisfactory  local  sources  of  supply 
in  the  vicinity  of  Millbrook  and  Kingsand. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal.  Only  one  small  disposal  scheme  - 
that  serving  the  village  of  St.  Mellion  was  completed  and  brought 
into  operation  during  1961.  Engineering  investigations  on  schemes 
to  serve  villages  and  hamlets  in  Calstock  parish  continued,  as  did 
similar  preliminary  work  on  schemes  for  Landrake  and  Sheviock, 

Housing .  I  am  again  glad  to  be  able  to  report  on  the  Council’s 
decision  to  provide  further  dwellings  specially  designed  to  house 
elderly  people.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  need  for  such 
provision  and  those  old  people  who  have  been  rehoused  in  such 
purpose-built  bungalows  are  generally  most  appreciative  of  the 
comfort  and  amenities  provided  as  compared  with  the  ill-lit,  damp 
old  dwellings  from  which  they  have  in  many  cases  come.  One  would 
also  hope  that  these  smaller  and  more  easily  managed  dwellings 
might  also  encourage  older  tenants  of  under  occupied  two  and  three 
bedroom  Council  houses  to  move  thus  making  these  larger  houses 
vailable  for  younger  people  with  children  who  need  such 
accommodation. 

Food.  General  supervision  of  shops,  cafes  and  other  premises  in 
which  food  is  handled  was  continued  during  the  year  and,  in 
general,  reasonable  standards  were  achieved  and  maintained.  No 
cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  1 961 . 
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Factories  Acts,  1937  to  1959. 

No  difficulties  in  the  operation  of  this  legislation  were

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  Parish  of  Calstock 
referred  to  in  last  year's  report  have  unfortunately  not 
proceeded  with  such  rapidity  as  was  originally  envisaged  and 
it  was  apparent  at  the  year's  end  that  work  of  a  practical 
nature  could  not  commence  in  1962.  Progress  has,  however, 
been  made  in  so  far  that  the  schemes  for  Latchley, 

Harrowbarrow  and  Metherell  received  both  the  approval  of  the 
County  Planning  Authorities  and  the  Cornwall  River  Board  and 
are  now  before  the  County  Council  for  approval  to  grant  aid 
under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts.  Subject 
to  a  favourable  decision  the  next  stage  will  be  submission 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  authority 
to  proceed  to  tender  which  it  is  anticipated  will  be  forthcoming 
without  undue  delay.  In  each  of  these  cases  agreement  has  also 
been  reached  with  the  owners  of  the  land  upon  which  the 
proposed  treatment  works  are  to  be  sited. 

Chilsworthy  has  presented  great  difficulty  with  the 
selection  of  a  suitable  site  for  the  outfall  works  and  due  to 
the  extreme  narrowness  of  the  approach  roads  the  one  originally 
suggested  at  Bitthams  had  to  be  abandoned  and  in  lieu  thereof 
O.S.  Plot  number  kk27  just  below  the  village  belonging  to 
Mr,  H,  Rowse  was,  with  his  helpful  co-operation,  finally 
decided  upon  and  immediately  followed  by  planning  and  River 
Board  approval.  The  scheme  is,  therefore,  now. ready  for  the 
observations  of  the  County  Council  prior  to  being  sent  to  the 
Ministry, 

As  to  Calstock,  St.  Ann's  Chapel  and  Gunnislake,  the 
Engineers  have  made  considerable  progress  with  survey  work  and 
in°the  case  of  Calstock  will  it  is  anticipated  be  in  a 
position  to  furnish  all  details  reqi  ired.  by  the  various 
departments  during  the  coming  year. 

After  many  years  of  negotiation  and  frustration,  1 961 
saw  the  successful  conclusion  to  the  St.  Mellion  scheme  when 
early  in  the  year  the  new  outfall  works  consisting  of  duplicate 
covered  settling  tanks  and  circulating  percolating  filter  were 
finally  constructed,  thus  abating  a  most  objectionable 
nuisance  of  some  twenty  five  years  standing. 

Further  attention  has  been  given  to  Landrake  and  plans 
of  the  disposal  works  have  now  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  which  will  no  doubt  be 
followed  by  a  visit  of  an  engineering  inspector  after  the 
views  of  the  County  Council  and  the  Cornwall  River  Board  have 
been  made  known.  There  would  appear  to  be  no  reason  at 
present  to  suggest  that  approval  should  not  be  given  before 
the  next  annual  report. 

In  the  case  of  Sheviock,  plans  of  the  proposed  works 
and  sewer  lines  have  been  completed. 
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Once  again  the  Council’s  Cesspool  Emptying  machine  has 
done  yeoman  service  in  attending  to  the  Council’s  and  private 
sewerage  systems  throughout  the  area.  Demands  for  its 
services  are  constantly  increasing  and  the  time  is  not  too 
distant  when  it  will  be  necessary  to  engage  an  additional  driver 
to  operate  the  vehicle  on  a  full  time  basis.  It  is  now  seven 
years  old  and  is  capable  of  remaining  in  operation  for  at 
least  another  three  years  when,  its  replacement  by  a  new 
vehicle,  will  have  to  be  considered.  As  lent ioned  in  previous 
reports,  the  Council's  sewerage  systems  could  not  be 
efficiently  maintained  without  it. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  apparent  that  the  Council 
are  boldly  pursuing  the  policy  outlined  last  year.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  last  fifteen  years  with  the 
completion  of  many  schemes  and  with  the  present  rate  of 
progress  it  is  hoped  that  within  the  next  five  years  the 
whole  of  the  area  will  be  catered  for  not  only  in  respect  of 
present  development  but  that  which  it  is  anticipated  and 
hoped  will  materialise  in  the  future. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


This  service  with  the  two  Darby  Bedford  Eagle  type 
vehicles  with  total  capacity  of  2 7  cubic  yards  has  continued 
to  operate  smoothly  throughout  the  year  but,  despite  appeals 
to  the  public  to  reduce  the  bulk  by  burning  cardboard,  paper 
and  similar  articles,  quantities  continue  to  increase  and  more 
and  more  ratepayers,  particularly  those  living  in  isolated 
homesteads,  are  availing  themselves  of  the  service.  Costs 
are  naturally  increasing,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  possibility 
of  effecting  a  reduction  if  the  present  trend  continues. 
Generally  speaking  the  whole  of  the  district  has  a  weekly 
collection,  with  the  exception  of  Landrake  and  villages  to 
the  north  as  far  as  Latchley,  which  are  only  visited 
fortnightly,  and  it  would  appear  that  some  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a  weekly  service  in  these 
cases  so  as  to  have  uniformity  throughout  and  increased 
efficiency.  To  bring  about  this  improvement  would  mean  that 
the  present  lorry  operating  from  Callington  would  need  to 
have  an  extra  day  per  week  upon  collections  leaving  only  a 
day  available  for  the  cesspool  emptying  machine  to  be  in  use. 
This  would  further  substantiate  the  necessity  for  an 
additional  driver  previously  referred  to  in  the  report  so  as 
to  make  it  possible  for  both  vehicles  to  be  fully  in  use  at 
the  same  time. 

The  Council  continues  to  operate  its  disposal  tips  at 
Millbrook,  Drakewalls,  Trewin,  St.  Germans,  St.  John  and 
Callington,  and  although  from  time  to  time  owing  to  weather 
conditions,  compalints  are  received  it  can  be  honestly  stated 
that  these  are  of  a  minor  character  and  the  public  generally 
are  willing  in  most  instances  to  be  tolerant  and  take  a  long 
term  view  of  what  is  being  done  to  economise  in  disposal 
costs  and  at  the  same  time  achieve  some  worth  while  object 
at  the  end  although  it  might  take  many  years  to  reach 
fruition.  It  can  be  said  that  at  each  tip,  something  to  the 
good  of  future  generations  is  being  aimed  at  and  perhaps  the 
time  is  opportune  for  details  to  be  given.  The  sites  at 
Millbrook  and  Callington,  are  ultimately  destined  to  become 
playing  fields,  the  one  at  St.  Germans  Quay  a  road  access  to 
the  Council's  sewage  disposal  works,  Trewin  Quay  is  a 
reclamation  of  foreshore  along  the  mud  flats  and  provides 
support  to  the  foot  of  the  bank  above  which  is  the  present 
main  road  from  Liskeard  to  Torpoint,  at  Drakewalls  an 
extremely  deep  and  dangerous  mine  shaft  is  being  filled  in  and 
at  Efford’s  Bridge,  St.  John,  a  marshy  swamp  is  fast 
disappearing  and  will,  it  is  envisaged,  become  a  pleasant 
pasture  meadow  within  the  next  three  years.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  however  objectionable  refuse  is  it  can  with 
a  little  thought  be  put  to  extremely  good  use. 


The  Council  have  once  again  been  confronted  with  the 
litter  problem  along  the  main  highways  which  during  the 
summer  were  frequented  by  thousands  of  holidaymakers  but  the 
repeat  of  last  year's  procedure  in  distributing  large  bins  at 
lay-bys  and  popular  parking  places,  dealt  with  the  problem 
extremely  well.  The  number  of  containers  was  increased  to 
approximately  sixty  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  public 
generally  are  becoming  extremely  conscious  of  the  need  for 
proper  disposal,  as  the  bins  were  extensively  used  and  the 
countryside  in  the  main  kept  clean  and  tidy.  In  all,  172 
cubic  yards  of  litter  in  the  form  of  tins,  bottles,  cartons 
and  paper  were  removed  by  the  refuse  lorries  to  the  Council's 
tips , 


A  point  of  mention  is  the  extreme  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  labour  for  the  operation  of  the  service. 
Unfortunately,  many  of  the  Council's  existing  staff  are 
reaching  the  age  of  retirement  and  with  the  upward  trend  of 
living  standards,  it  would  appear  that  men  are  not  willing 
to  work  as  refuse  collectors  and  street  sweepers  and  unless 
added  incentives  and  better  wages  are  offered,  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  the  organisation  is  likely  to  break 
down.  Men  must  be  made  to  feel  that  there  is  nothing 
derogatory  in  the  work  and  that  they  are  performing  a  vital 
function  in  preserving  the  health  of  the  community, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Mention  was  made  last  year  that  the  Council  had  completed 
their  current  programme  in  this  sphere  of  their  activities. 

In  all,  twenty  conveniences  are  in  being  providing 
accommodation  for  both  sexes  at  Calstock,  Gunnislake, 
Callington,  Downderry,  Portwrinkle,  Millbrook,  Cremyll, 
Kingsand  and  Cawsand,  and  as  far  as  can  be  seen,  are 
adequate  to  deal  with  present  requirements.  Regular  attention 
has  been  given  to  cleansing  and  maintenance  and,  although  the 
advisability  of  abandoning  penny-in-the-slot  locks  has  been 
frequently  discussed,  it  has  finally  been  agreed  that  they 
should  remain,  in  order  to  secure  more  privacy  and  control 
of  the  individual  buildings.  The  Council  are  also  of  the 
opinion  that  the  locks  ensure  a  higher  standard  of  cleanliness 
and  less  abuse  of  the  conveniences.  Irresponsible  elements 
have  caused  damage  in  some  instances  but,  the  local  police 
have  given  every  assistance  in  tracing  the  culprits  who,  when 
traced,  have  been  appropriately  dealt  with, 

HOUSING. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  Council's  decision 
to  embark  on  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  Old  Peoples 
bungalows,  the  idea  being  to  place  them  in  groups  wherever 
possible  on  existing  housing  sites  to  ensure  economical 
development  and  at  the  same  time  preserving  community  life 
by  enabling  the  older  people  to  still  remain  in  their 
lifetime  surroundings  with  their  families  and  friends 
instead  of  being  moved  to  hostel  type  accommodation  miles 
away.  Great  progress  has  been  made  with  the  completion  and 
erection  of  a  further  two  at  Tideford,  six  at  Gunnislake  and 
eight  at  Kingsand,  with  four  under  construction  at  Sheviock 
and  six  at  Delaware,  making  26  in  all  with  more  programmed 
for  1962. 

The  Council  now  control  606  houses  and  bungalows, 
housing  a  population  of  2,226  which  is  approximately  17,06 
per  cent  of  the  total  in  the  area. 
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Private  enterprise  has  again  played  its  part  in  improving 
housing  standards  in  the  area  by  erecting  3*+  houses  and 
bungalows  with  a  further  2J  under  construction  on  the  31st 
December.  This  is  an  increase  on  previous  years  and  current 
trends  would  seem  to  indicate  that  a  further  improvement  is 
likely  to  follow. 

The  Council  have  also  encouraged  the  improvement  of 
existing  house  properties  with  the  aid  of  grant  and 
expenditure  amounting  to  £6,051  was  approved  in  the  case  of  15 
discretionary  and  12  standard  grants. 

A  disappointing  feature  of  the  grant  scheme  is  the  ever 
increasing  rising  prices  brought  about  by  inadequate  building 
labour  forces  and  far  too  much  work  to  be  done.  This  resulted 
in  the  receipt  of  tenders  bearing  no  relationship  to  the 
amount  of  work  to  be  undertaken  and  at  the  end  of  September 
in  an  effort  to  curb  the  process  and  try  to  achieve  a 
reduction  in  prices  the  Council  suspended  the  making  of 
discretionary  grants.  It  is  a  great  pity  that  such  a  measure 
was  necessary  but,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Council’s  efforts  will 
be  successful,  leading  to  the  reintroduction  of  grant  aid  early 
in  the  new  year. 

A  number  of  people  applied  for  assistance  to  purchase 
their  own  houses,  and  in  20  cases  where  the  properties  were 
considered  suitable,  mortgages  were  given. 

The  improvements  to  the  Council’s  83  pre-war  houses 
referred  to  in  previous  reports  has  with  the  completion  of 
the  20  houses  at  Tamar  View,  St.  Dominic  and  Greenbank 
Terrace,  Callington,  been  brought  to  a  satisfactory  conclusion 
and  all  the  tenants  seem  to  be  extremely  well  satisfied  with 
the  hot  water  systems  and  bathrooms  provided. 

Apart  from  encouraging  the  erection  of  new  and 
improvement  of  existing  houses,  the  Council’s  slum  clearance 
programme  has  been  continued  and  at  last  the  Pear  Tree  Row 
and  Compton  Row  areas  of  Callington  involving  nine  houses 
have  been  demolished  in  readiness  for  redevelopment,  plans 
for  which  are  at  present  in  course  of  preparation.  Of  19 
houses  dealt  with  formally  under  the  Housing  Acts,  two  were 
the  subject  of  undertakings,  and  demolition  orders  x^ere  made 
in  respect  of  the  remaining  17«  Nineteen  properties  were 
demolished  during  the  year  under  operative  demolition  orders. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS.

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It  was  gratifying  to  note  yet  a  further  decrease  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  amongst  cattle  following  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Tuberculosis  Area  Eradication  Order, 
there  being  but  one  local  ised  case  only.  There  was  also  a 
percentage  decrease  in  the  number  of  pigs  affected  with  the 
disease,  2.722  per  cent,  compared  with  7*289  per  cent,  in  i960. 
Liver  infections  continued  to  be  prevalent,  particularly  in 
sheep  and  lamb,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  infection  was 
of  a  localised  character  without  affecting  the  carcasses.  The 
number  of  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  in  cattle  showed  yet  a 
further  decrease  and  in  every  case,  a  single  degenerate  cyst 
only  was  found 0 

The  Council's  Slaughterhouse  Report  under  the 
Slaughterhouses  Report  Order  1959?  and  accepted  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January  1  961  ,  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  having  been 
brought  up  to  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  various  acts  and 
regulations  governing  these  premises. 

The  routine  examination  of  other  foods  and  inspection  of 
food  premises  continued,  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  in 
hygiene  has  been  well  maintained  with  but  few  exceptions  and 
in  these  latter  cases  the  occupants  of  the  premises  concerned 
have  co-operated  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  the  standard  of  the 
acts  and  regulations  governing  food  premises. 

A  further  five  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955?  and  all  other 
registrations  and  licences  were  renewed. 

The  Council's  Public  Health  Department  once  again  carried 
out  the  inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  on  behalf  of  the 
Saltash  Borough  Council  when  their  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
on  leave. 

CAMPING  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  issue  of  caravan 
licences  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  i960,  and  during  the  year,  13  have  been  granted  which  with 
the  exception  of  Messrs.  Corker  Properties  Limited  at  Harrowbarrow 
and  Mr.  Edwards  of  Carbeil,  Downderry,  were  all  for  individual 
caravans.  Sites  still  remaining  to  be  dealt  with  are  those  at 
Tamar  Works,  Cox  Park,  and  Withnoe  Battery,  Whit  sands,  where 
negotiations  are  still  in  progress  with  the  operators. 

Mention  was  made  in  i960,  of  a  site  at  Bake  but  this  now 
seems  to  have  been  abandoned. 

The  year  has  seen  great  progress  at  Notter  Bridge,  when 
the  chalets  on  Mr.  Le  Marquand ' s  site  have  been  vacated  resulting 
in  complete  demolition  of  al  1  the  buildings  along  the  river 
frontage  in  readiness  for  resiting  in  positions  agreed  with  the 
County  Planning  Authorities  on  the  section  of  the  field  farther 
to  the  south,  the  level  of  which  has  been  raised  by  the  deposit 
of  excavations  from  the  Tamar  Bridge  Road  improvement  scheme. 

Plans  embodying  drainage,  water  supply,  roads,  toilet  block  and 
other  necessary  amenities  are  now  in  course  of  preparation  and  it 
has  been  agreed  upon  completion  to  the  Council's  satisfaction, 
that  a  licence  will  be  issued  under  Section  269  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  for  this  part  of  the  site,  the  occupation  of  which 
will  be  restricted  by  the  Planning  Authorities  to  the  summer 
months  only  from  April  to  the  end  of  September.  Action  taken 
with  the  above  has  removed  what,  for  many  years  has  been  a  slum 
and  a  haven  for  undesirables,  and  the  restrictions  now  imposed 
will  ensure  that  its  future  use  is  confined  to  holiday  periods 
only.

In  addition  to  the  chalet  site,  Mr.  Le  Marquand  has  received 
planning  approval  in  principle  for  a  limited  number  of  touring 
caravans  but  to  date  has  not  submitted  details.  When  these  become 
available,  however,  the  licensing  of  this  portion  of  the  site  will 
be  considered  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  I960* 

The  site  at  The  Sportsman's  Arms  was  also  affected  by  the  new 
road  scheme,  and  it  would  appear  that  this  also  is  to  be  closed  and 
the  buildings  removed  and  negotiations  are  at  present  in  progress 
to  develop  a  new  site  in  the  field  to  the  south  of  that  in  which 
the  bridge  has  been  built. 

Touring  caravans  have  been  very  much  in  evidence  during  the 
summer  and  a  large  number  of  holidaymakers  have  resorted  to  camping. 
No  problems  have  presented  themselves  in  this  field  and,  although 
from  time  to  time  mention  is  made  in  the  press  of  lay-bys  and  open 
spaces  in  certain  parts  of  the  country  being  fouled  by  such  use, 
there  is  no  evidence  of  this  occurring  to  any  degree  in  the  district. 

LIFE  SAVING  ON  HOLIDAY-  BEACHES. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Council  has  given  priority  to  the 
provision  and  maintenance  of  life  saving  facilities  along  the 
coastline,  and  the  reward  has  been  another  fatality-free  season. 

All  the  modern  up-to-date  equipment  has  been  regularly 

maintained  and  inspected,  and  during  the  year  Hicks  reels  were 

provided  at  Polhawn,  Freathy,  Tregantle  and  Finnygook  beaches. 

The  full  and  ready  co-operation  of  the  VJhit sand  Bay  Surf  Life 

Saving  Club  has  continued,  and  a  new  Club,  known  as  H.M.S. 

Thunderer  Surf  Life  Saving  Club,  from  the  Royal  Naval  Engineering 

College  atManadpn,  undertook  responsibility t for. Tpvtr oiling  the  beach 
to  the  west  or  that  patrolled  at  present  by  the  Whitsand  Bay  Club. 

Every  beach  within  the  district  has  become  increasingly 
popular,  adding  to  the  potential  risk  of  casualty,  that  risk  being 
emphasised  by  the  regrettable  fatalities  occurring  elsewhere  in 
the  County,  The  Council  has  spared  no  effort,  therefore,  to 
ensure  the  fullest  possible  protection  for  the  public,  realising 
that  if  an  accident-free  reputation  can  be  maintaned  the  whole 
area  will  benefit  from  the  increasing  influx  of  visitors. 

GENERAL . 

Routine  matters  have  continued  smoothly  and  there  have  been  no 
unusual  incidents  calling  for  comment. 

The  Blue  Cap  Improvement  Scheme  at  Callington,  mentioned  in 
last  year’s  report,  saw  the  completion  of  the  access  road  linking 
Fore  Street  with  the  existing  car  park,  thus  alleviating  much  of 
the  traffic  congestion  in  the  town. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year 
for  the  proposed  new  ’bus  station  adjoining  the  car  park,  and  for 
new  offices  and  waiting  rooms,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be 
completed  before  another  year  is  out.  This  work,  together  with 
improvements  envisaged  for  the  Pannier  Market  premises,  will 
create  a  greatly  improved  centre  for  the  town  and  encourage  its 
further  reconstruction  and  expansion. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  very  pleasing  to  report  the  extension  of 
the  Council  Offices  by  the  acquisition  of  the  adjoining  property 
known  as  "St.  Mary's".  This  has  resulted  in  a  tremendous 
improvement  in  the  office  accommodation  and  alleviated  the  badly 
overcrowded  conditions  which  previously  existed.  The  Council  can 
now  be  congratulated  on  having  offices  comparable  to  any  in  the 
County.
